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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The prior art reference of Bjornson US 
6,284,113, teaches methods comprising capillary tubes that deliver droplets onto the surface of microwell plates to deliver substances 
(e.g., col. 25, lines 36-56) for assays that include the identifying specific binding pair members (col. 28) that include bacteria or cells, 
(col. 27, lines 24-33), thereby reading on a solid support that is coated with a layer of cells, as in amended claim 1. Bjornson in the 
background, teach tissue culture and multiwell plates as the industry standard. Also, the prior art reference of Lerner et aL, US 
5,601,992, at col. 21, line 56-col. 22, line 13, teaches melanocyte targets on substrates that read on cells on substrates. Therefore the 
prior art rejections are maintained. 
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
